Two Oregon Women and Young Child 

Succumb to Infantile Paralysis. 

Doctors Baffied. 
{BY DIRECT WIRE TO TSE TIMES.) 

PORTLAND, Sept. 4.—{Exclusive 
Dispatch] Two deaths in Portland 
and one in Oregon City from infantile 
paralysis occurred today. This brings 
the total deaths from the disease at 
Portland and vicinity to six. About 
twenty cases have been reported with- 
in three weeks. Charlotte Callvert, 
5-year-old daughter of R. G. Callvert, 
the first victim today, had been in 
only three days. The case was not con- 
sidered serious until Saturday. 

Mrs. H. A. Jurgurtz, aged 22, was 
the second yictim today, and Miss Ida 
Clark of Oregon City, aged 23, the 
third. Both young women had been ili 
less than three days. 

Doctors are completely baffled. Those 
who treated the cases cited say its 
symptoms are first biliousness and fol- 
lowed after forty-eight hours by grad- 
ual paralysis, there is little pain. 

When six prominent ractitioners 
were asked today to describe manifes- 
tations and symptoms of the disease, 
no two agreed, although all essayed

TOP-HEAVY. 


RARE SPECIMEN OF DEE R 
NINE-POINT HORNS. 


G. BOOTH, a taxidermist at 235 
West Fourth street, is mounting 
a deer for Fred W. Gross of Ra- 
venna, which possesses an unusual 
feature. The animal was killed by Mr. 
Gross last Friday morning in the 
mountains about eight miles from Ra- 
venna. It is a buck and weighed about 
135 pounds when killed, and its pe- 
cullarity lies in its horns. 

Instead of having two or three 
points, which is considered normal, it 


has nine points on each side of its: 


head. The deer usually found in 
Southern California possess antlers 
well separated, but in this case the 
top of the head is practically covered 
with the horny growth. 

Mr. Booth, who is considered an au- 
thority on the fauna of this section, 
says the animal killed by Mr. Gross is 
extremely rare, and seldom seen\in the 
United States, One or two specimens 
have been found in Southern Montana 
and in Texas, but he does not know 
of one ever having been seen in Call- 
fornia until Mr. Gross brought in his 
specimen.

TSE SIGNS TO 
AVOID LAW. 


WAITRESS STRIKERS RESORT 
TO “MORAL SUASION.”

Former Employees of Chicago Res- 
taurant See Business Flock into 
“Unfair” Place and Complain Bit- 
Court’s Ruling on 
“Tongue Wagging” Hits Them Hard.

CHICAGO, Sept. 4.—[Exclusive Dis- 
patch.) Picketing by signs is an in- 
novation now being tested by the 
striking Chicago waitresses. Re- 
strained by an injunction from talk- 
ing to prospective patrons of Mrs. 
Mayler’s restaurant, Miss Anna Wil- 
lard, president of the Waitresses’ Un- 
ion, has invented a code of signals 
which she says is perfectly satisfac- 
tory. 

Miss Willard related her woes to- 
day before the Federation of Labor. 
“We have been dealt a cruel blow.“ 
she said, “perhaps the hardest blow 
you could deal a woman or a set of 
women is to restrain them from talk- 
ing. e press says the injunction is 
sweeping. The police have taken this 
literally, and sweep us off the side- 
walk on sight. The only course open 
to us is to make sigus.”’ 

The signal code employed by Miss 
Willard is quite simple. A gentile wave 
of the hand in the direction of the 
restaurant door, accompanied by an 
engaging smile from the girl picket, is 
understood to mean “please don't go 
in there.” 

In the verbiage of the injunction, this 
is known as “moral suasion.” 

If the prospective patron does not 
take the hint. the second signal con- 
sists of a series of vigorous shakes of 
the head and a threatening expression. 

If this does not do the work, the 
third signal comes in the form of a 
clenched fist. 

Sad to relate, however Miss Mayler’s 
business continues to grow all the time. 
The strike has attracted much attén- 
tion to her restaurant, and many per- 
sons who never heard of it now go 
there, drawn by curiosity for the most 
part, but she has also secured a steady 
run of customers, who do not favor the 
methods employed to drive her out of 
business.

No allowance is made for illness, 
Workmen in the West Side tailor shops 
are not supposed to fall ill. When they 
cannot work they are supposed to 
starve and die, | 

Under the new arrangement Donn 
will have a million dollars and the 
profits from the real estate business he 
proposes to engage in on a large scale. 

Today the word came from Washing- 
ton that a baronial estate in Russia 
that had been inherited by his mother, 
now deceased, would be placed in the 
hands of reputable attorneys and 
through other sources Donn learned 
he had been made principal heir to his 
mother’s property, which is estimated 
to be worth in excess of a million dol- 
lars after all claims have been met. 

As for the baronial estate Donn does 
not care for the title. He has inhaled 
the free alr of America and has no 
desire to return to Russia. The prop- 
erty is located in Michalishek, Vilnar, 
Russia and belonged to his grand- 
father, Baron Akiva Berkovitch Donn.

BUILD NEW SEA FIGHTER. |

German Designers Say Smaller Battler 
Will Demolish Great Dread- 
noughts—Theoretically.

BERLIN, Sept. (German naval de- 
signers are at work on a small type 
of battleship which the Vorwaerts 
learns is expected to put the great 
dreadnoughts into the obsolete class. 
The new vessels will be lightly armed 
and very speedy. In general design 
they will be similar to the old Monitor, 
Their length will be 280 feet, breadth 
46 feet and draught 19 2-3 feet, while 
the hull will extend 59 inches above the 
water line, 

The armaments will consist of two 
16.7 inch guns, each capable of throw- 
ing a projectile of 5,940 pounds from one 
of the great turrets amidships, Four 
explosive gas motors, each of six 
thousand horse power, will give the ves- 
sels a normal speed of 19 knots an 
hour and under forced draught 27. 
Extraordinarily heavy plate will be 
placed on the deck, turrets and sides of 
the new vessel. Speaking theoretically, 
the destgners claim that it would re- 
quire only a three-ton projectile to 
penetrate and explode to tear up any 
dreadnought while the low freeboard 
and heavy armor of the-new veasels 
would make their damage by 12-inch 
guns most difficult,

The torn bits of a letter and envelope

They were watersoaked and now are 
being dried and will be put together by 
an expert, but the address on the en- 
velope has already been deciphered. 
The police refuse to make the name 
public, but state that the letter is in 
Italian and they know the whereabouts 
of the man to whom it ‘was written. 
The satchel containing the $5600 was 
also discovered today by James Leon- 
ard, one of the brickyard superintend- 
ents. This was hidden under some 
leaves within a short distance of where 


[the men were murdered, not far from 


the road, but toward the brickyard, in- 
dicating that whoever carried the va- 


use ran toward the yard after the shots 


were fired. The money was intact and 
the valise had not been opened. 

Two Pinkerton men from New York 
are assisting the local force, and it ts 
now believed that the murderers were 
Italians working on the brick yard: 

It would have been possible for them 
to have run down the hill through 
the woods and joined the men in th: 
yard without attracting any suspicion. 
If they did this they no doubt were in 
the party which later searched the 
woods for the murderers. 

Three men were seen running through 
the grounds of the Firemen’s Home 
soon after the shots were fired.

It is a hackneyed but a truthful saying that the 
work which a man might have done and did not do 
on Monday is of no value whatever on Tuesday 
morning, and this because man can by ingeuuity and 


can neither order nor preserve. Invention has made 
nonsense of many ancient proverbs. It is no longer 
true that “the wheel will never turn with the water 
that ig past,” for man prisons the power of the 
| cataract and flashes it up stream and literally 

“turns a wheel with the water that is past,” and the 
great wheel in turn lights cities, and propels cars, 
and furnishes power for factory and forge. The 
products of labor may be stored in warehouses, but 
time cannot be stored. Time stands by tite dial of 
the universe and as the minutes are ticked off he 
gives them to those who grasp them, and, if left 
unused, they pass on unyielding and unfruitful of 
good into the gulf of the unreturning past. 

The Goddess Aurora could bestow immortality 
upon her earthly lover, but she could not save him 
from the wrin with which the pitiless hours 
pelted him as passed by, and Tithonus tottered 
with decrepitude though he was the bridegroom of 
the Eternal Morning. 

It is the right and the duty of labor to organize 
for its own protection and it is the duty of capital 
to respect that right. If a man chooses to quit work 
and go to sleep upon the grass, it is his right to do 
so and the capitalist who seeks to forcibly invade 
that right should speedily find lodging in a prison 
cell. If, however, having finished his nap the la- 
borer finds that another man has picked up the. 
hammer that he has dropped and the idler seeks to 
regain his job by clubbing the man who has taken 
it, then the prison cell ought. to have two inmates. 

The right of a man to rent the use of his mus- 
cles, his skill, his experience or his brains for as 
many hours as he pleases to whomsoever he pleases 
for such sum as he pleases, is an inalienable right 
that should be protected by courts and constables 
and if necessary by armies. The right of a capi- 
talist to select his employés as he pleases and make 
such conditions as to their hours of labor and com- 
pensation as may be mutually agreed upon, is also 
an inalienable right, with which no man or body 
of men have a right to interfere by menaces or vio- 
lence. 

Only by mutual respect for each other’s right can 
the relations of capitalists and laborers. be properly 
and permanently adjusted, In our country where 
there are happily no grooves of caste, where the 
poorest man who has the wisdom, the wit, the in- 
dustry or the good luck to achieve the highest of- 
fice or the greatest fortune in our country where 
every soldier, as was said by the great Napoleon, 
“carries a baton in his knapsack;” in our country 
where there is no bar of birth or creed across any 
man’s pathway, where a Mackey, a Carnegie, a 
Huntington or an Armour can rise from the car-

TALE OF TWO CITIES. 
We have a letter addressed to the editor of 
The Times by A. Kendall, president and general 
manager of the Pacific Coast Lumber and Mill 
Company, in which the following reference to Los 


— 


Angeles is made: We wish with all our hearts 


that we had the men of backbone that have been 
found in Los Angeles, Seattle, Portland and Stock- 
ton. If we had, this closed-shop, union-labor domi- 
nation would not last twenty-four hours.” Mr. 
Kendall closes his letter with this further refer- 
“We have been 
reading your paper quite closely, as we do not feel 
that we can get the truth of the Los Angeles situa- 
tion in any other way.” 

Accompanying this letter is a report signed as 
witnesses by seven well-known and highly-respected 
citizens of Oakland who tell of the impossibility of 


getting police protection against riotous incen- 


diaries known to be trying to burn and dynamite 
the establishment over which Mr. Kendall presides. 
Men were found skulking afound the mill after 
many attempts had been made to burn or dyna- 
mite it. But when Kendall and his associates ap- 
pealed to the police department for protection he 


was told that no officers would be furnished unless | 


he paid for them. The reply to the police depart- 
ment was that if they “had to pay for officers they 
would rather pay their own men, whom they could 
trust.” 

We have also a very full history of the trouble 


between the Building Trades Council of Alameda 


county, with headquarters at Oakland, and the Pa- 
cific Coast Lumber and Mill Company. The Build- 
ing Trades Council demanded that the foreman of 
one of the departments should join the union. Then 
the Trades Council. demanded that a union man 
employed for oiling in the mill sheuld do nothing 
but the oiling. He was receiving a wage of $3 a 
day, and the oiling of the mill occupied two hours 
each day. /They declined to pay the man $3 a day 
for two hours’ work, and there began the trouble. 
This was away back in 1908, and on April 11 of 
that year the whole union force of the mill was 
called out on strike. . 
These were ostensibly the reasons. The real rea- 
gon Was that the “walking delegates” and “business 
agent” were losing control of the men in Oakland 
and were determined to “do something” to show the 
of maintaining them in idleness. They 

started in to discipline the mill owners of the city, 
and said “if they could discipline Al Kendall they 
would have no trouble with the rest.” : 
Although a number of the men obeyed the call 
to strike, the foremen of the departments refused 
to go out, and so did many others of the men under 
them. They went out on Saturday, those who did 
go, and most of them returned on Monday. More 
returned on Tuesday and Wednesday morning, and 


by Wednesday night, three days after the strike was 


called, the mill was running with a full force, As 
the report says, “the delegates then adopted their 
system of picketing, intimidation and boycott.” We 
all know here in liberty-loving Los Angeles what 
all yon „ The report goes into specific state- 


ments. We quote: 
’“Hoodlumism continued for a week, until it got 


so bad that we were compelled to file an injunction 
suit restraining walking delegates and their agents 
from interfering at all with our business. This 
suit was tried before Judge George S. Church of 
Fresno, sitting in the Superior Court of Alameda 
county in the absence of Judge Henry A. Melvin. 
Ample evidence was presented, yet this judge re- 
fused to grant a permanent injunction restraining 
these walking delegates and pickets from commit- 
ting unlawful acts which were proved against them 
and which there was every reason to believe they 
would continue to commit. Later in the primary 
elections, August, 1910, this judge ran for the nom- 
ination of presiding justice of the Appellate Court 
of this State, and this ‘notable decision that was 
a decided victory for organized labor’ was used as 
a campaign argument to secure the votes of the 
union-labor element.”

— secured a subcontract for any work the gen- 
eral contractor was immediately beset by the “walk- 
ing delegates and “business agents.” In many 
cases the cowardly contractors threw up their con- 
tracts with the mill company at the dictation of 
the trouble-makers. Some contracts secured in San 
Francisco could not be fulfilled because the city 
government there interfered. Mr. Kendall refus- 
ing to be intimidated or to take discipline, immedi- 
ately thereafter an attempt was made to burn the 
plant in Oakland. The watchman happened to see 
the fire, and after considerable difficulty extin- 
guished it before any great damage was done. This 
was reported to the police authorities, and they de- 
tailed a man to run it down. This police officer, 
“before ever seeing the place, on his way to the 
place where the attempt to burn the mill was made, 
said: ‘This is an easy case. I had another one not 
long ago just like it and we traced the whole thing 
down to the watchman.’ This was the report made 
to the police department and accepted. Immedi- 
ately several fire insurance companies holding pol- 
icies on the plant canceled them. Having failed in 
the first attempt, about a month later the plant 
was set on fire again.” ) 

So goes on the story, refusal of police protection, 
loafers skuiking around the mill at all hours of 
the day and night, double watchmen kept on by 
those who owned the mill, the terrif ying of work- 
men employed on the premises and of t rs 
driving material to its destination, and interference 
with all contracts where mill work from this plant 
was delivered, 

No wonder Mr. Kendall wishes that Oakland had 
some of the courage of Los Angeles business men, 
some proper conception of duty on the part of the 
police department and courts of justice. Well, it 
is all a matter of public opinion. We can look back 
a period of a little more than a score of years when 
mearly every industry in Los Angeles was union- 
ized, but we can never look back to a period of 
riot, bloodshed and incendiarism because there never 
was a time when this community would stand for 
it. When the Typographical Union of Los Ange- 
les made impossible demands upon the employing 
printers of the town, particularly those publish- 
ing newspapers, then began a long, serious struggle 
which has never ended to graft upon this city con- 
ditions such as rule in Oakland and San Francisco. 

It is in vain for any Oaklander to sigh for a 
public sentiment in that city such as prevails here 
and for the same maintenance of law and order as 
is found here, until Oakland gets a public journal 
courageous enough to tell the truth, be the first to 
defy the law-breakers and trouble-breeders, to stand 
for what is right rather than for what is expedient, 
and to prefer any fate rather than submission to 
the unjust and tyrannous demands of labor-union 
“business agents” and “walking delegates.” That 
is where Mr. Kendall must begin.

HARVESTING TONCA BEANS. 


The Men Generally Become Fever 
- Stricken and Many Die of Disease 
and Hunger. 


U. 8. Consular Report:} The Vene- 
guela Tones bean crop of i909 was a 
large one, owing to its being a “third 
year,” there being 4 large crop every 
three years. The Tonca an trees 
are almost entirely in the 
wooded and mountainous country along 
the upper Orinoco and its tributary, the 
Caura. Although there are some cyiti- 
vated trees, the most uctive are the 
wild forest trees. gathering t 
the crop is dangerous and difficult. 
The laborers enter the forests in bands 
of ten and fifteen, carrying with them 
fond to last two or three months. The 
men generally get fever, owing to the 
great heat and dampness o fthe for- 
ests, and being entirely dependent on 
the food supply they take with them, 
many die of disease and hunger. The 
fruit is picked up on dropping from 
the tree and then dried, being subse- 
quentiy cracked in the most primitive 
fashion to obtain the nut or bean. 
These are dried and carried to the near- 
est port on the river, whence they are 
dispatched to this city and cured by

ARIZONA IS 
STORM SWEPT. 


Lightning Kills Cowboy and 
His Horse. 


— — 
Tucson Ministers House Is 
Mark for Fury.

TUCSON (Ariz.) Sept. 1—Last week 
in the mountains, eighteen miles south 
of San Carlos, Robert Jackson, a young 
cowboy employed by J. N. Porter, was 
found dead where he and his saddle 
horse had been killed by a lightning 
stroke.

After the reformation made by King 
Josiah the Valley of Hinnom was dese- 
crated to the intent that it might 
never afterward be considered fit for 
any kind of religious worship, sacrifice 
or ceremony. It became the valley 
of defilement, It was used at certain 
times for the burning of the offal and 
rubbish of the city. It became the 
dumping place of dead cats and dogs, 
. If. any of these fell upon the 
ledges of the rock, no one thought 
worth while to interfere, and the mag- 
gots and worms destroyed them. Fires 
also were lighted occasionally to burn 
the combustible rubbish, and brim- 
m roy any malaria

y. 

THE LESSON JESUS TAUGHT. 

We have before our minds now the 
Gehenna fire which no one ever at- 
tempted to quench, but which was de- 
signed to consume utterly everything 
cast into it. We have in mind also the 
worms of which he spake—worms 
which were permitted to feed on the 
carcasses uhdisturbed until the car- 
casses were consumed and the worms 
themselves died. Another item here 
should be noticed, namely, that a say- 
ing among the Jews was, Whosoever 
commits: such a misdemeanor will be 
in danger of going from bad to worse 
until he will be brought before the 
tribunal of tne Sanhedrin, a culprit. 
Jesus took the same line of proverbs 
and declared that any one .violating 
the Golden Rule to the extent of call- 
ing his brother a fool would be in dan- 
ger of eventually of such digression 
from righteousness as to bring him 
under sentence of the greater tribunal 
of Messiah's kingdom, and.

CHARACTERISTIC OF GKANDMOTH 
GIVES TO HER POWER FOR INPLU. 
ENCING REN FUR 


R. J. WHITCOMB DROUGHER 
preached last night to an over- 
flowing house at Temple Baptist 
Auditoriutia on “The Mother-in-law in 
the Home.’ This is the seventh sermon 
in the series of “How to be Happy 
Though Married.” The text was 
Mathew vili:14-15; 1:17. 

Dr. Brougher has just returned home 
from a six weeks’ vacation and was 
given a most hearty welcome by the 
members of his church and congrega- 
tion. In referring to the subject of 
the evening, he said in part: 


“The two texts which I have just 


read give us two views of the mother- 
in-law—one considers her in the rela- 
tion of a mother-in-law and the other 
in the relation of grandmother. In 


the |discussing a happy home, we cannot 
fall to take account of the mother- 


in-law and grandmother. Many people 
consider the mother-in-law only a joke, 
but she is-no joke. It would be a very 
easy matter to relate a series of funny 
stories more or less cruel and cutting, 
if we were inclined to do so, but the 
home life is so important and the 
flower of happiness is so easily withered, 
that it is my purpose to discuss with 
all seriousness the mother-in-law and 
the grandmother in the home. 9 

Married children should love and 
honor their mothers, but mothers 
should respect the authority of the 
married children in their own home. 
It a fact that the mother-in-law has 
lost her reputation for being a peace- 
maker. It may be unjust, but the 
mother-in-law is usually looked on as a 
sower of discord and trouble in a home. 
Of course, there are exceptions. Where- 
ever a mother-in-law is a source of 
trouble, it usually comes from her dis- 
regarding the authority that her son 
— daughter should: have in their own 

me. | 
“Mothers, if it is necessary for you to 


His live with your son or daughter after 


they are married, let your first choice 
be your daughter. She is your child; 
you have trained her. She understands 
you and she will be more inclined to 
conduct the affairs of her home in har- 
mony with your ideals than would the 
daughter of some other woman. She 
can get along with you and you can 
get along with her better than two 
women who are comparative strangers 
to each other. 

“Just remember that gour daughter- 
in-law evidently thought she had sense 
enough to run a home when she mar- 
ried your son, or else she would not 
have gotten married. Of course she 
will not preside over her home as you 
do: she will not do for your son what 
you would do for him, but human na- 
ture is human nature, and if you inter- 
fere with your son’s wife in caring for 
her husband or running the affairs of 
her household, you will arouse her 
jealousy and her resentment. The 
mother-in-law must respect the com- 
mon sense and authority of her daugh- 
ter-in-law if there is to be peace 
and happiness. 

“On the other hand, children must 
not forget that these dear mothers of 
ours have made untold sacrifices for us 
and that they deserve our continued 
love and honor. Let us make it as 
easy for the old folks as we cah. Let 
us defer to their opinions when pos- 
sible; let us cater to their fancies when 
in our power; let us yield to their 
idiosyncracies when possible; let us 
deal gently with the woman who bore 
us, who went through many years of 
sacrifice to raise us and are now alone 
possibly, in a cold and heartless world 

Let us nurse them when they are 
sick; let us give them our arms to 
lean upon; let us speak gently to them: 
let us entertain them in every pos- 
sible way. Let us never be ashamed

“The grandmother should seek to be 
a biessing and not a curse to the 
grandchildren.

grandmother is always the last resort 
of a small boy in trouble.

He always gets 
it. The dear old soul will gather him 
up in her arms and kiss him, and the 
chastisement of father or mother loses 
its sting. They cannot bear to have 
the grandchildren punished, for gentle- 
ness and kindness and love are the, ex- 
pression of their lives. 

“This characteristic of a  grand- 
mother gives to her the power for in- 
fluencing the grandchildren for good. 
One of the most beautiful scenes pre- 
sented to us in the New Testament is 
that of young Timothy and his grand- 
mother. Paul virtually said to Timo- 
thy: Tou ought to be better than most 
folks, you not only had a good mother, 
but you have one of God's queens fora 
grandmother. Two generations of piety 
and nobility of character ought to give 
you a mighty push in the right di- 
rection for goodness and greatness. 
Timothy.” 

“Do not let the grandmothers think 
then, that there is no service for them 
to render.

“A printer-Preacher’s Labor Day Ser- 
mon on the Nazarene Carpenter's 
Ideals for the Man Who Works. 

Dr. Locke spoke with great sym- 
pathy for the workingmen because 
he had himself learned the trade of 
a printer, The text was, “Come unto 


me all ye that labor.” Mat. 18:8. 


Dr. Locke said in part, 

“Behold the wondrous achievements 
of the man who works, he who earns 
his bread with the sweat of his brow, 
for truly he is subduing the earth. The 


‘world belongs to him. He is maker of 


history. Moses and David were shep- 
herds; Gideon was a thrasher; Elisha 
was plowman; Peter, James and 
John were fisherman, and Paul was a 
tentmaker; Cincinnatus was a farmer; 


were cobblers; John Bunyan was & 
tinker and Luther a rustic. Franklin 
was a printer; Patrick Henry grew up 
in the fields and Abraham Lincom 
was a woodsman, a pioneer, @ man 
with an ax and a hoe.” 

Jesus Christ showed Himself the 
workingman's best friend by teaching 
him to beware of covetousness, for a 
man’s life consisteth not in the abund- 
ance of things which he possesseth.” 
Covetousness is hardly less a sin of 
one class more than another. Cove- 
tousness produces discontent in the 
midst of great prosperity. 

“The great Teacher also taught 
these tollers to love God with all the 
soul and mind and strength. Atheism 
and infidelity are the great enemies of 
the working man.

But all this 
concentration should not increase an- 
tagonisms between men of muscle and 
men of money, but should reduce and, 
finally, eliminate them. 

“Capital and labor are necessities 
to each other and should come to ami- 
cable relationships. The benign method 
of arbitration could settle all differ- 
ences and make the strike wholly un- 

; and would make Impossible 
the cowardly brutal occurrences of the 
last few days here in our own fair city. 
Coéperation between labor and capl- 
tal means safety, efficiency and pros- 
perity; high wages for the toller, and 
generous dividends for the stockholder. 

-“It is the sublime influence ot the 
gospel’ of Christ which has emanci- 
pated labor.

‘The divine purpose of labor, after 
all, is not to make a living, but to 
make a life.
